I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  twenty  second 
Annual  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the 
Little  Hulton  Urban  District  for  the  year  1918

BIRTH3  registered  during  the  year  were  133  (73  males  78  females) 
twenty one  less  than  last  year,  and  equal  to  a  rate  of  17.8  per 
1000  of  the  population.  Four  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

DEATHS  of ''Civilians  only  "numbered  118  (38  males  60  females) 
on  increase  of  seventeen  on  last  year  and  equivalent  to  a  rate 
of  13.3  per  1CGG • 

INCICMENT  OF  LUKE  viz.,  the  excess  of  births  and  deaths  was 
33  (17  males  18  females)  as  against  73  (32  males  4-1  females) 
in  1917c

INFANT  MORTALITY  -  The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
numbered  15  (6  males  9  females)  two  less  than  last  year,  and 
equal  to  a  rate  of  98  per  1000  births  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
average  for  the  past  ten  years,  which  was  108* 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY*  —  The  seven  principal  diseases,  viz.,  "Small 
pox"  "3carlet  Fever"  "Measles®  "Whooping  Cough"  "Enteric  Fever" 
"Diphtheria"  and  "Diarrhoea!  Diseases*  accounted  for  eight 
deaths  (5  males  3  feoalee)  six  being  due  to  Enteric  Fever,  one 
to  Measles  and  one  to  whooping  cough,  corresponding  to  a  rate 
of  1.04  as  against  1*17  in  1917  -•  *  decrease  of  0.2l  In  the  past 
ten  years  average  rate,  which  was  1*65* 
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RESPIRATORY  DISEASES,.  -  The  three  main  diseases  viz., 

’’Bronchitis  *  "Pne  umonia  "  55  ’’Pleurisy""'’  caused  twenty  wo  deaths, 

(  11  males  11  females )  six  more  than  last  year  and  equal  to  a 
rate  of  2*8  per  10CC. 

IIT7ECTI0U3  DISEASES*  -  Fifty  nine  cases  were  notified  as 
against  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  last  year*  As  in  the  past 
years  I  here  visited  each  case  end  the  sanitary  defects  etc.*  , 
observed  have  been  brought  before  your  notice 0  In  addition  to 
the  Bolton  Borough  Fever  Hospital,  arrangements  have  now  been 
made  with  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the  isolation 
of  y**ur  Infectious  cases  and  also  of  Small-pox  in  their  hospitals 
at  Asiley, 

ERY3IIULA3.  -  Sever,  cases  were  notified,  two  more  than  last  y*ar. 

3CARIBT  FEVER*  -  Five  cases  were  notified,  eight  lee®  than  last 
year.  All  were  of  a  mild  type  of  the  disease, 

DIP2TH3RIA  and  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP  *  -  Two  cases  were  notified  as 
against  five  last  year,  one,  an  adult,  resident  in.  Spring 
Gardens  waa  removed  to  the  Leigh  Joint  Fever  Hospital,  Astley. 
Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  supplied  by  you  free* 

ENTERIC  FEVER*  -  Seven  cases  were  notified,  the  same  number  as 
in  the  previous  year,  six  proving  fatal*  Two  were  residents  in 
Hilton  Lane,  two  in  Clegg’s  Lane  one  in  TymesbanA ,  one  in  Brock 
Street  and  ccie  in  Johnson  Street* 

PUiliQNARY  TUBERCULOSIS*  -  Eleven  cases  were  notified,  the  same 
number  a3  last  year,  andfour  had  Sanatorium  treatment.  Seven 
deaths  were  recorded,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0*91  per  1000  of  the 
population,  a  decrease  of  0,09  on  the  last  ten  years  average. 

The  case  of  the  advanced  Consumptive  will  I  trust  be  one 
of  the  first  schemes  adopted  by  the  proposed  Ministry  of  Health, 
Shese  being  the  main  centre  from  which  Tuberculosis  is  spread  & 
practically  at  present  no  hospital  accommodation  for  them* 

I  have  bean  of  the  opinion  that  each  District  craght  to 
maice  provision  f«r  its  non  "Chronic  Incurables"  where  the 
sufferer  can  receive  every  care,  food  and.  attention  and  not  be 
a  aouroe  of  damage  to  their  household*  I  regret  the  war  stopped 
the  erection  of  the  snail  “Hospital"  you  were  contemplating 
nuilding  for  that  purpose. 

Say  a  sleeping  shelter  placed  in  different  parts  of  your 
District,  and  there  are  suitable  open  spaces .would  be  of  great 
benefit  both  tn  the  patients  and  their  families.  I  need  hardly 
say  that  Sanatorium  treatment  is  of  no  use  if  the  patient  is 
allowed  to  return  to  the  insanitary  aurr oundings  which  in  all 
probability  originated  or  aided  the  disease. 

OTHER  OF  TUBERCULOSIS.  -  Five  notifications  were  received 

two  of  which  war#  i*ad»r  hospital  treatment. 
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MSAdX&'S*  Twcntyene  o&s®m  were  notified  ay  ogainet  ?56  last 
year,  Thasa  occur© d  in  sixteen  differ  oat  house  s  the  majority 
being  i*i  3Littl©  Island”  as  usual  most  of  these  eases  were 
nursed  m  the  liTing  fcitahsn,  and  dr&ntio  measures  will  have 
to  be  taken  tfc  prevent  ths  promisoou*  visiting  etc* »  which  wag 
mainly  the  cause  of  the  disease  spreading « 

IHPBUENZA..  -  There  was  a  sever®  epidemic  throughout  ths  Dietriot 
in  October  and  November,  adults  eto.,  mo§tly  affected* 

Eighteen  oases  proved  fatal  -  the  majority  from  respiratory 
complications  -  equivalent; *to  a  death-rate  of  2*3^  per  1000 1 
comparing  most  favourably  with  surrounding  areas* 

Oociale  ,  Sunday  Gohools  and  Cinemas  were  stopped  but  for 
reaeons  stated  to  your  Sanitary  Omraittes  I  did  not  re command 
the  closing  of  the  Day  Schools  *  It  is  now  generally  held 
most  Sanitary  Authorities  and  School  Medical  Officers  that  schools 
should  be  kept  open  as  long  as  possible  and  closed  only  when  a 
shortage  of  staff  renders  that  inevitable*  tfy  thanks  ore  due 
to  thw  school  officials  for  their  assistance  in  sending  m  list* 
of  attendances  etc* 

BTC  TIPI  CATION  OP  BIRTHS  (EXT2H8I0H)  ACT.  -  C me  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  .notifications  were  received  (75  males  77  females)  three 
of  which  (all  females)  were  illegitimate#.  Pamphlets  r©  the 
feeding  and  rearing  of  infante  were  as  formerly  posted  to  each 

case* 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  etc.,  have  been  kept  under  supervision  and 
few,  If  any,  alteration©  or  improvements  have  been  made*  These 
are  not  so  many  oattle  now  kept  In  the  District* 

WATER  30PPLY.  -  has  been  in  every  way  aatlefaoto ry, 

SEVERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS.  -  Ho  improvements  of  any  not©  have 
been  made  in  the  District,  in  a  measure  So  doubt  due  to  the 
scarcity  of  labour  etc.,  coupled  with  the  high  prises  of 

mate rials. 

Houses  are  urgently  needed  in  every  part  of  the  township  - 
( soi/ie  two  or  three  hundred  at  least)  end  this  matter  is  having,  J 
beXiev-e,  your  immediate  attention* 

The  Scavenging  is  done  far  from  satisfactorily ,  being  still  in 
the  hands  of  Contractors* 

A  large  nunber  of  nuisances  mostly  of  a  minor  character  have  been 
remedied  and  it  was  only  necessary  to  send  ten  statutory  Ho  tie©#* 

L,ve&B  in  different  parts  of  your  District,  &&S  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition  and  improvements  u&gftt  now  be  be 
insisted  upon*
